Co-op ordered to 
explain unusually 
high line losses 

FRANKFORT, Ky. — The 
Kentucky Public Service Com- 
mission (PSC) has accepted a 
settlement that permits Licking 
Valley Rural Electric Coopera- 
tive Corp. to raise its rates in or- 
der to increase its annual reserve 
by $1.94 million, or about 7.7 
percent. 

Monthly bills for a typical 
residential customer will increase 
by about $9.10. 

Licking Valley negotiated the 
settlement — which gives the ru- 
ral electric cooperative about 
$130,000 less in annual revenue 
than it requested — with the Ken- 
tucky Office of Attorney Gen- 
eral. 

Licking Valley applied to the 
PSC for the rate increase in July 
2009. During the course of the 
PSC examination of the applica- 
tion, the utility and the Attorney 
General began settlement nego- 
tiations. The final settlement was 
submitted to the PSC for review 
on October 27. 

A public hearing on the pro- 
posed settlement was held No- 
vember 24. 

In its order, issued December 
11, the PSC said that it had de- 
termined that the rates contained 
in the settlement are fair, just and 
reasonable. The new rates took 
effect December 13. 

The PSC also ordered Licking 
Valley to investigate why so 
much of the electricity it buys 
never gets to paying customers. 
A report is due to the PSC in 90 
days. 

Licking Valley has about 
17,500 residential and commer- 
cial customers in Breathitt, 
Elliott, Lee, Magoffin, Menifee, 
Morgan, Rowan and Wolfe coun- 
ties. It is one of 16 distribution 
cooperatives that both own and 
purchase power from the East 
Kentucky Power Cooperative 
(EKPC). 

This is Licking Valley’s first 
general rate increase since 1998. 

In its application. Licking Val- 
ley proposed to increase its an- 
nual revenue by $2.07 million. 
The cooperative proposed to in- 
crease its monthly customer 
charges for residential customers 
from $7.65 to $10.00. The usage 
charge was proposed to increase 
from 8.92 cents per kilowatt hour 
(kwh) to 9.67 cents per kwh. 

The settlement calls for 
monthly customer charge of 
$9.00 and a usage charge of 9.70 
cents per kwh. for a total increase 
of $9.70. 

The monthly residential cus- 
tomer charge is the portion of the 
total rate that is supposed to re- 
flect a utility’s fixed costs, such 
as personnel, meter reading or 
billing. Fixed costs do not vary 
with the amount of electricity 
consumed. 

For a residential customer us- 
ing 1,000 kilowatt hours per 
month (a kilowatt hour is the 
amount of electricity used by a 
100-watt light bulb in 10 hours), 
the new rates will increase the 
base monthly bill by $9.10, from 
$96.85 to $105.95, an increase of 



9.4 percent. 

The base monthly rate figure 
does not include fuel cost adjust- 
ments or environmental sur- 
charges, which also are passed on 
to Licking Valley by East Ken- 
tucky Power Company. 

The rates Licking Valley 
sought in its application would 
have increased the base monthly 
bill for a typical residential cus- 
tomer to $106.66, an increase of 
10.1 percent. 

The December 11 order also 
directs Licking Valley to report 
to the PSC in 90 days the results 
of its investigation into excessive 
line loss it has experienced re- 
cently. Line loss is the difference 
between the amount of electric- 
ity Licking Valley purchases 
from EKPC and the amount re- 
corded as provided to its custom- 
ers. 

The unusually high line losses 
— nearly 10 percent in 2008 — 
came to light during the rate case. 
Licking Valley was unable to ex- 
plain the line losses. 

While some electricity loss is 
natural due to resistance in the 
lines, the high percentage of loss 
leads to suspicions of power 
thefts. An RECC spokesman con- 
tacted Tuesday had no comment 
on the PSC’s order pending a re- 
view by co-op officials. 

The PSC also encouraged 
Licking Valley to step up its ef- 
forts in the areas of energy effi- 
ciency and energy conservation, 
often referred to as demand- side 
management, noting that Gov. 
Steve Beshear’s energy plan calls 
for an increase in demand- side 
management by 2025. 

In its order, the PSC stated, 
“The commission believes that 
conservation, energy efficiency 
and demand-side management 
will become more important and 
cost-effective as there will likely 
be more constraints placed upon 
utilities whose main source of 
supply is coal-based generation. 

“Although Licking Valley has 
a number of energy efficiency 
programs in place, the commis- 
sion believes that it is appropri- 
ate to encourage Licking Valley, 
and all other electric energy pro- 
viders, to make a greater effort 
to offer cost- effective demand- 
side management and other en- 
ergy efficiency programs.” 

The settlement agreement also 
adopts changes proposed by 
Licking Valley for non-residen- 
tial rates and for cable television 
attachment charges.

Dec. 14 - Hello again from 
Caney Valley! Christmas Eve is 
only one week away. It is hard to 
believe that 2009 is almost gone 
as we embark on 2010. 

Last Thursday was the final 
blood drive for 2009. When I 
went in to give blood, the famil- 
iar face of Edwin Benton was not 
to be found. 

I would like to share a story 
about Edwin and Hilda Benton. I 
do not believe there is anyone in 
Caney who does not know them. 
The Caney community is blessed 
to have them. They are kind, lov- 
ing and caring people. They ex- 
tend their love and generosity by 
reaching out to people. 

My first experience with 
Edwin and Hilda was when my 
grandfather, Walter Barker, 
drowned in May 1967. My dad 
was only 25 years old when his 
dad died, and being the only child 
became the rock of the family - 
not only ours, but my 
grandmother’s too. 

When Edwin and Hilda found 
out about the death, they came 
right to my parent and took my 
sister and me to their house to 
stay. I am not sure how long we 
stayed with them, but I do remem- 
ber who they cared for two little 
girls who did not know what was 
going on. They have us love and 
reassurance. 

As time went on, in 1969, 
Edwin said he would drive to 
Lexington and give blood. This 
way he was covering his family 
if the need for blood arose. He did 
this not one time a year - but five 
times a year. At that time, if you 
gave one time, you were cover- 
ing your family, but by Edwin 
giving five times a year, he was 
covering five families. He said the 
Central Kentucky Blood Center 
was located in he basement un- 
der the pancake house across 
from UKMC. 

Erom 1969 to 2009, time has 
come and gone. Edwin and Hilda 
have seen so many familiar faces 
who came and gave blood, but are 
now gone. Edwin was a fixture at 
the blood drive in Morgan County 
for 40 years. He has given blood 
and been there to keep the blood 
drive going. The Lions Club has 
now turned the reins over to the 
Kiwanis Club. I hope that people 
will still come and give blood. 

Edwin was talking about my 
dad, Kenneth Barker. He said that 
Dad gave blood years ago, and 
later on was going to come and 
work with Edwin on the blood 
drive when he got off his medi- 
cine, but that never came to pass. 

Dad saw the need to give 



blood and be there for other 
people as well. Even though in 
later years, he was not able to do 
this physically, he understood 
how important it was. I guess that 
is why I feel that giving blood is 
so important - not only as a nurse, 
but as a person. 

I feel blessed that I was raised 
in a good home. If there is any- 
thing I can take from my parents 
would be to live right, live for 
God, and be good to other people. 
My parents exhibited these traits 
and I want to live up to that in my 
own life. 

Edwin said one of the accom- 
plishments that he is most proud 
of is the blood drive that goes on 
two times a year at the high 
school. He said during that blood 
drive, usually a total of 180-190 
units of blood is received. A stu- 
dent has to be 16 years old with a 
parent’s permission to donate 
blood. If young people see the 
need to give blood at this early 
age, maybe this will continue to 
stay with them. 

Thank you, Edwin and Hilda 
Benton, for being the people that 
you are. Thank you for living in 
the Caney community. I know my 
life has been blessed by your love 
and care. You, my friends, have 
encouraged others to give the gift 
of life. 

On Thursday evening, Dec. 
10, West Liberty Nursing & Re- 
habilitation Center hosted their 
annual Christmas party for resi- 
dents and family. The program 
was wonderful, as Christmas car- 
ols were sang and a joyous occa- 
sion noted. 

My granny. Wanna Barker, is 
a resident at the nursing home. 
Mom, Becky, Jordan and I were 
able to attend the function. I rec- 
ognized several resident families 
while we were there, including 
Kelse Arnett and Sherry Barker, 
Patty Cordero, Jimmy and Marti 
Cantrell, David Adams and Kay 
Roseberry’s family. 

The residents received a 
Christmas gift, and then they were 
able to partake of the wonderful 
snacks down in the cafeteria. 

I was watching Jordan with 
Granny, and he was pushing her 
wheelchair and talking with her.

The Theory of Moral Sentiments: 
Adam Smith’s Timely, Timeless 
Classic 



Conservation plan key to 
USDA NRCS assistance

2009 marks the 250th anni- 
versary of the publication of 
Adam Smith’s masterful treatise 
on ethics. The Theory of Moral 
Sentiments. Smith, primarily 
known today for his hugely in- 
fluential 1776 work on political 
economy. The Wealth of Nations, 
was a professor of moral philoso- 
phy. The Theory of Moral Senti- 
ments is stunningly relevant to- 
day. 

Whereas The Wealth of Na- 
tions featured the “invisible 
hand,” the metaphor that domi- 
nates Moral Sentiments is “the 
impartial spectator.” The “spec- 
tator” represents one’s con- 
science — one’s ability to per- 
ceive the divinely ordained ob- 
jective standard of right and 
wrong. 

In Smith’s view, conscience 
is both a divine spark in mankind 
and also the product of reason. 
Indeed, Moral Sentiments (like 
western civilization itself) is a 
synthesis of Greek Stoic philoso- 
phy and Christian thought. 

The genius of Moral Senti- 
ments lies in its clear, thorough 
explanation of the necessary pre- 
conditions for social harmony. 
Smith cites three cardinal social 
virtues: prudence, justice, and 
beneficence. Indeed, as we sur- 
vey our discordant, divided so- 
ciety today, we can see that many 
of our problems stem from con- 
fusion about these three virtues. 
Smith, in spite of writing his 
book so long ago, provides the 
solutions to today’s most vexing 
social problems. 

By “prudence,” Smith means 
the practical steps that a person 
takes to provide for his own 
needs and wants. Lor able-bod- 
ied adults to shun this basic re- 
sponsibility is self-destructive 
and antisocial. 

Smith’s second social virtue, 
justice, is “the main pillar that 
upholds the whole edifice” of 
society. As essential as it is, 
though, justice “is entitled to 
very little gratitude” because “it 
does no real positive good” and 
“is . . . but a negative virtue” that 
“only hinders us from hurting our 
neighbour.” 

Smith is right. We don’t feel 
gratitude to others for not kill- 
ing or robbing us, because they 
are simply refraining from what 
they ought never to do. Yet when 
people do not refrain from in- 
fringing our basic rights, society 
disintegrates. Thus, the irony that 
just behavior is at once the vir- 
tue that is least deserving of 
praise, but most indispensable 
for society’s wealth. 

Smith’s third social virtue, 
beneficence, deserves the high- 
est approbation, for it represents 
the greatest good that one can do 
beyond the call of duty. Benefi- 
cence, though, is never a duty. 
More specifically, it may be 
one’s duty to God as a practic- 
ing Christian, but it can never be 
made a legally compulsory duty 
to one’s fellow man. Here Smith 
illuminates the essential differ- 
ence between law and gospel that 
still confuses and divides Chris- 
tians today. 

In Smith’s words, “Benefi- 
cence is always free, it cannot be 
extorted by force, the mere want 
of it exposes to no punishment; 
because the mere want of benefi- 
cence tends to do no real posi- 
tive evil.” “Beneficence ... is 
less essential to the existence of 
society than justice. Society may 
subsist, though not in the most 
comfortable state, without be- 
neficence; but the prevalence of 
injustice must utterly destroy it.” 
Beneficence “is the ornament 
which embellishes, not the foun- 
dation which supports [society].” 

Government force may only 
be used to enforce justice (i.e., 
to restrain or punish those who 
would infringe the rights of oth- 
ers) but not to enforce prudence 
or beneficence. A government 
that would presume to compel 
citizens to work (or threatens to 
lock up citizens who prefer not 
to purchase health insurance) 
violates the very rights it is sup- 
posed to protect. So does a gov- 
ernment that compels the redis- 
tribution of property from some 
citizens to others, because such

deeds would violate the neces- 
sary and fundamental principle 
of justice. 

Meddlesome do-gooding — 
the pseudo-charity whereby A 
and B use governmental force to 
bestow unearned benefits upon 
C that are paid for by D — is un- 
raveling the fabric of society to- 
day. When one looks to Wash- 
ington, one sees that Smith has 
captured with uncanny accuracy 
the mentality and spirit of 
present-day social engineers, 
central planners, and 
redistributors of property: “The 
man of system ... is apt to be 
very wise in his own conceit, and 
is often so enamoured with the 
supposed beauty of his own ideal 
plan of government, that he can- 
not suffer the smallest deviation 
from any part of it. ... he seems 
to imagine that he can arrange 
the different members of a great 
society with as much ease as the 
hand arranges the different 
pieces upon a chess-board.” 

The political reformer mani- 
fests “the highest degree of ar- 
rogance.” He seeks “to erect his 
own judgment into the supreme 
standard of right and wrong.” He 
“fanc[ies] himself the only wise 
and worthy man in the common- 
wealth, and [believes] that his 
fellow-citizens should accom- 
modate themselves to him.” 

This attitude leads to “the 
madness of fanaticism” among 
the political leaders of radical 
reform, while the mass of follow- 
ers are “intoxicated with the 
imaginary beauty of the ideal 
system, of which they have no 
experience, but which has been 
represented to them in all the 
most dazzling colours in which 
the eloquence of their leaders 
could paint it. Those leaders 
themselves, though they origi- 
nally may have meant nothing 
but their own aggrandizement, 
become, many of them, in time 
the dupes of their own soph- 
istry.” 

Indeed, I don’t believe it is 
possible for any current book 
analyzing contemporary 
America to surpass Adam 
Smith’s classic Theory of Moral 
Sentiments in terms of lucid in- 
sight and timely (and timeless) 
wisdom.

After the harvest season, No- 
vember is usually the time we 
celebrate and give thanks. It is 
also time for producers and land- 
owners to consider planning for 
the next growing season. 

Each fiscal year, the Natural 
Resources Conservation Service 
(NRCS) sets dates for program 
application ranking. Although 
dates may vary from one pro- 
gram to another, landowners may 
sign up at any time for all con- 
servation programs. 

Conservation planning is an 
integral part of the conservation 
process and anyone seeking cost 
share assistance will be provided 
an up-to-date conservation plan 
that includes the practices needed 
to address their resource con- 
cerns. 

The conservation plan allows 
the landowner to combine farm- 
ing skills with the technology 
tools available from NRCS and 
conservation district staff, to pro- 



vide the best and up-to-date in- 
formation used to apply conser- 
vation practices and make deci- 
sions regarding the natural re- 
sources on the land. 

Anyone can apply for assis- 
tance whether or not they have a 
conservation plan, but the first 
step will be develop a plan that 
meets the particular objectives. 

There are two programs, 
WHIP and EQIP, with an upcom- 
ing cut-off of January 29, 2010, 
for application ranking. The 
Conservation Stewardship Pro- 
gram (CSP) also has an ongoing 
signup period, but a ranking cut- 
off date has not yet been identi- 
fied for CSP. 

As in past years, assistance is 
available on crop land, pasture 
land, hay land and forest land. 

If you are interested in partici- 
pating in Larm Bill conservation 
programs, you should sing up as 
soon as possible and request con- 
servation plan. Lor more infor-

Conservation planning is an 
integral part of the conservation 
process and anyone seeking cost 
share assistance will be provided 
an up-to-date conservation plan 
that includes the practices needed 
to address their resource con- 
cerns. 

The conservation plan allows 
the landowner to combine farm- 
ing skills with the technology 



tools available from NRCS and 
conservation district staff, to pro- 
vide the best and up-to-date in- 
formation used to apply conser- 
vation practices and make deci- 
sions regarding the natural re- 
sources on the land. 

Anyone can apply for assis- 
tance whether or not they have a 
conservation plan, but the first 
step will be develop a plan that 
meets the particular objectives. 

There are two programs, 
WHIP and EQIP, with an upcom- 
ing cut-off of January 29, 2010, 
for application ranking. The Con- 
servation Stewardship Program 



(CSP) also has an ongoing signup 
period, but a ranking cut-off date 
has not yet been identified for 
CSP. 

As in past years, assistance is 
available on crop land, pasture 
land, hay land and forest land. 

If you are interested in partici- 
pating in Farm Bill conservation 
programs, you should sing up as 
soon as possible and request con- 
servation plan.

Grants available 
to counties for 
animal shelters 

FRANKFORT — The Ken- 
tucky Animal Control Advisory 
Board is seeking applications 
from county governments for 
shares of $3 million in grant 
money to provide funding for 
animal shelter construction and 
improvements. 

“Animal control is an issue of 
public safety and health,” said 
Irvine veterinarian Linda K. 
Grimes, who chairs the Animal 
Control Advisory Board. “We 
encourage all counties to apply 
so they may better care for un- 
wanted animals and improve the 
quality of life of their communi- 
ties,” 

The board estimates that 
nearly 2885,000 stray or un- 
wanted animals will enter 
Kentucky’s animal shelters this 
year, and 85 percent will not find 
new homes. 

The deadline to submit appli- 
cations is July 15, 2010. The 
board expects competition for 
the limited amount of funds. The 
grant program is funded by bond 
sales authorized by the Kentucky 
General Assembly. 

The Animal Control Advisory 
Board also oversees the spay/ 
neuter program, which provides 
grants to Kentucky counties and 
eligible nonprofit organizations 
for local spay/neuter programs. 
The program is funded through 
donations and sales of spay/neu- 
ter license plates and adminis- 
tered at the county level.

Oct. jobless 
rate 14.2% 
in Morgan 

Nov. 25 — Unemployment 
rates rose in all 120 Kentucky 
counties between October 2008 
and October 2009, according to 
the Kentucky Office of Employ- 
ment and Training, an agency of 
the Kentucky Education and 
Workforce Development Cabi- 
net. 

Fayette County recorded the 
lowest jobless rate in the com- 
monwealth at 7.8 percent. It was 
followed by Calloway County, 8 
percent; Boyd County, 8.4 per- 
cent; Jessamine, Madison, 
Oldham, Rowan and Scott coun- 
ties, 8.8 percent each; and 
Daviess and Woodford counties, 
8.9 percent each. 

Magoffin County recorded 
the state’s highest unemploy- 
ment rate — 21.7 percent. It was 
followed by Jackson County, 

17.5 percent; Powell County, 

17.1 percent; Grayson County, 

16.5 percent; Metcalfe County, 
15.8 percent; Trigg County, 15.3 
percent; Cumberland County, 

15.1 percent; Allen and Wolfe 
counties, 14.6 percent; and 
Lewis County, 14.5 percent. 

Morgan County’s jobless rate 
was 14.2 percent, up from 14.5 
percent in September, with 717 
members of the county’s 4,320- 
member workforce out of a job. 
Morgan’s joblesss rate a year ago 
was 8.4 percent. 

Unemployment statistics are 
based on estimates and are com- 
piled to measure trends rather 
than actually to count people 
working. Civilian labor force sta- 
tistics include non-military 
workers and unemployed Ken- 
tuckians who are actively seek- 
ing work. They do not include 
unemployed Kentuckians who 
have not looked for employment 
within the past four weeks. The 
statistics in this news release are 
not seasonally adjusted to allow 
for comparisons between United 
States, state and county figures.
